THE WAR DEBTS 


To the Editor, 
Hongkong Telegraph. 


*Sir.—"“Shylock's letter in your 
Issue this evening reveals the quite 
understandable attitude of many 
Americans in the matter of Britain's 
war debts to the United States. Un- 
fortunately, Britain spurned to be a 
Shylock when St came to wiping off 
the debts owlny to her after the 
Great War ended. It was because 
of her conception of the moral ob- 
Ngations of the “common caurc"—~of 
which “Shylock” writes, that she 
forgave her Allies the grealer part 
of the debts they owed her. Indeed, 
In some instances, she wiped the 
state clean. 

If therefore, she half expected that 
the United States would at least 
offer a nomlinol interest on the 
moncy owing her for munitions used 
in the common cause, who could 
blame her?’ 

Personally, I think too much of the 
Americans-to suggest that they have, 
aos a nation, been actuated by any 
form of Shylockism, but the fact 
remains that they did Insist upon 
their legally correct pound of flesh. 

In this, it fs quite casy to under- 
stand their viewpoint, but Jf they 
had understood the tremendous bur- 
den carried by a nation very closely 
akin, n burden contracted in the 
common cause it fs thought In some 
British circles that they might have 
cased the ‘burden by asking for the 
return of Capital, plus n smail in- 
terest, ‘ 

It was of course an error of the 
first magnitude for Britain to sus- 
pend token payments, but I for one, 
belleve thot a settlement will be 
reached, 

Some Americans are prone to over- 
look the tremendous advantages they 
enjoy throughout the vost British 
Empire. Grent Britain has done the 
ploneering, and no restrictions are 
placed against Americans trading in 
that Empire. It Is true that In 
some Colonies, America's hard tariff 
system has been employed, but 
neverthcless, without the frecdom of 
the British Market, America would 
be completely up against it in the 
question of exports. Here in Honge 
kong she is able to share tha benefits 
which have been made available by 
Great Britain, and the fact that the 
majority of American “Companies 
Inc:" trading in the Far East have 
made their headquarters here, is 
surely some slight reason to cultivate 
au policy of falrmindedness towards 
the British, I am tempted to com- 
pare the barriers erected by the 
Americans fn their Far Eastern 
Colony—the Phillppincs—for I well 
remember a United States citizen 
once importing a British car there. 
The car was a Rolls-Royce, and the 
buyer happened to be a milllonalre, 
who didn't care what the duty cost. 
It proved to be quite a nine days’ 
wonder—not because of the cost, but 
because it was the IJrst British car 
scen on the Manila streets. Some- 
times I wonder whether the British 
Emplre. would not have been very 
much greater had Its polley been 
modelted on similar lines. Lf {t had 
been, probably - there would have 
been no Great War, and no debt to 
a great country which has built up 
a great part of her Anancial structure 
from the British, : ri

SEQUEL | 
Motor Cyclo Drivon

An aceldent on Island Road =

Luk, who appeared on remand, 
leaded guilty to Uie offence through 
hits solicitor, Mr-J, M. D'Almada 
Remedios, * : 


After considering the circumstances 
of the case, said, Mr. Remedios, he 
had advised his; dixot that the only 
plea he could make was one of guilty, 
and he would therefore place defore 
the Court the extenuating clrcums- 
tances under which the offence was 
committed, ve

Luk wags formerly the owner of the 
cycle, but had sold it to o European, 
who subsequently resold !t to Mr. 
Liu, On the evening of October 8, 
Luke was In the company of a man 
named Cheng Tick, nnd Cheng alleg- 
edly told Lule that he was. the 
present owner of the cycle. He also 


told Luk that he had to see a girl, 


nnd asked Lule to accompany: him, 
Cheng drove the cycle, with Luk 
sitting on the pilllon, to Aberdcen 
to meet the girl. After walting for 
some time, Luk sald he could not 
walt any longer as he had to go home 
to hls mother, and it was then thot 
he drove the cycle and met with the 
aceldent. 


Story too Fantastic 


It was not n question of the defen- 
dant ahijelding himself behind another 
man's act, sald Mr. Remedios, but 
whether his Worship) delleved the 
defendant's story, or whether his 
story was too fantastic. Luk had 
admitted that he was not the owner 
of the cycle, and-knew it was wrong 
to drive the cycle without the owner's 
permission, but had been enticed to 
commit the offence on the statement 
by’ Cheng that he was the owner.” 


Luk, continued Mr. Remedios, had 
suffered personal bodily injury be- 
aldes suffering mental distress throuh 
being detained for so tong in custody, 
and he submitted that that was suf- 
ficient punishment for a man of Luk’s 
age, \ va ° 


Defendant had a Heence to drive, 
and having formerly been the owner 
of the cycle, was fully conversant 
with the controls. How the accident 
happened, Mr. Remedios did not 
know, but it was pdssibly due to some 
unforeseen circumstances. . 

Mr. Brooks disagreed with what 
Mr, Remedios sald, Hl» instruction 
were that.Cheng had never sald he 
was’ the cwner of the cycle, and in 
fact did not know how to drive a 
cyele, His Information was that Luls 
and Cheng went to Mongkok to see 
Luk’s sister, and stayed at her place, 
until 11 p.m, Returning to Hong- 
kong, Luk suggested to Cheng. that 
they go dancing, and outside the 
Lido, Dance Hall, saw the cycle, 
which Luk recognized as formerly 
belonging to him. He tried to start 
it, but fatled, After an hour at the 
Dance Hall, they took the cycle and 
drove to Aberdeen, with Luk at the 
controls. 


Serious View Asked 


Mr. Brooks pointed out tirat there 
had been a large number of such 
offences occurring in the Colony, and 
asked that a serious view be taken 
of the case, saying that the complain- 
ant had damaged the cycle to the ex- 
tent of $000. 

Replying to his Worship, Troffice 
Sergeant W. Campbell said that Lule 
sold ha cycle about two months ago.

Remarking that he would allow the 
defendant the option of a fine, his

An excellent financial position was 
disclosed at the annual meeting of 
the Hongkong Cricket Club yesterday 
when it was olso announced that the 
sugyestion of members that a lawn 
bowls green should be Inid would be 
considered with a view to making 
it available for next scason, 

: The President remarked that next 
year would sce the Club paying olf 
Its lost debentures, 

Mr. H. R. B. Hancock, President, 
auld in his address: I think the 
Accounts clearly set out tho position 
of the Club, and it is very pleasing 
for me to address you to-day on what 
1 om sure you will agree with me, 
is a very satisfactory state of affairs. 
1 think’ I can safely say we havo 
turned the corner, and after having 
shown a loss for the past three years, 
this year, after allowing fully for 
depreciation on the pavilion, furniture 
ete. the necounts show o small profit 
of $173.85. Actually our profit was 
$3,140.21 ogainst an actual loss Inst 
year of $791.44, 50 we are really 
nearly $4,000 better off, and this after 
writing off some special items 
amounting to $830 odd, which are 
non-recurrent. There are one or two 
items in the working account which 
1 should lice ‘to touch on. Repairs 
and renewals are up by some $900, 
the principal items in this veing the 
cest of painting and Mmewashing the 
intertor of the building, and repairing 
nnd re-building the pump house, and 
renewal of the motor. 

Squash Court Expenses are up by 
approximately $500, detalls of whieh 
expenditure are given in the account, 
Re-turfing, account shows o reduction 
of approximately $500, and this in 
spite of having had -the whole of the 
centre of the ground re-drained and 
re-turfed, an well ng re-turfing parts 
of several tennis courts, and other 
portions of the ground which badly 
needed attention. ~I should here lke 
to tnke the opportunity of thanking 
Mr. Flippance of the Botanical and 
Forestry Department, who has been 


extremely helpful, and given us o lot j 


of yood odvice, and is always willing 
to assist us, . 
Free of Debt 

On the credit side of the account, 
tuvsciptions are up by — $3,000, 
thanks mainly to the — increased 
subscription which came into force 
on January 1 Inst; and tennis 
tournuments show a profit of 
$1,251.37, as against $036.80 for the 
precerling year, Profit on sales shows 
un increase of approximately $1,000. 

Turning to the balance sheet, since 
this was made up we have drawn 
a further 30 Debentures for 
re-payment, and this leaves us with 
u balance of only 23 to be redeemed. 
These will, I hope, be paid off next 
year, when we shall have a Pavilion 
in excellent condition and free from 
debt. Our outstanding uccounts are 
nearly all good, and since the 
necounts were made: up have nearly 
all been collected. 

Since we Jast met we have 
received a proposal from the Army 
Sports Board to take over from them 
their three squash courts, and run 
them ourselves, and an agreement 
Is now being drawn up with this 
end In view. I should here like to 
thank Mr. Bowker for his worl in 
this connection, and also Mr. Hodgson 
for looking after the legal side. On 
many previous occasions Mr, 
Hodgson’s work as a non-playing.

Faced with two schemes for the 
alteration of their clubhouse and 
grounds,, Kowloon’ Bowling Green 
Club members, yesterday decided in 
favour of a plan comprising removal 
of a portion of the clubhouse to en- 
able extension of the dressing rooms 
and provision of additional space for 
socinl accommodation.

creuls off the engagement but insteaa 
visited her from time to time, 


Relations Worsen 

On February 9, the girl visited 
uccused's sister and stayed with her 
for three or four days, after which 
she once more returned to her mother, 

Later, she obtained employment ot 
the Hongkong Rubber Factory at 
West Colnt. Accused also objected ta 
this because, as he put it, there were 
too many men in the Factory, The 
gil eventually gave up her employ- 
ment and went to live with accused's 
sister, 

At that time relations were not as 
bappy as they: used to be, und after 
nother quarrel, she ‘went ‘back to 
ner mother. They remained, how- 
ever, betrothed and accused continued 
to. visit her fram time to time. ° 

Continuing, Counsel said that mat- 
ters came to a head on August 29, 
when accused pald one of his cus- 
tomary visits to Belcher Street to 
see the girl ° 

On that occasion, it was the girl 
who wag not pleased, and she asicd 
that the engagement be broken off, 

She requested accused to sign a 
document to this effect, but he re- 
fused, at the same time saying that 
if he was forced to do so he would 
commit suicide. Eventually, he 
suggested that the girl-should accom- 
pany ‘him to Kowloon to sce his 
father about the matter. The girl 
agreed, and the two of them left 
Belcher Street about G p.m, 

The atmosphere then was not o 
very happy one,, and.on the way 
there were some heated words. As 
they approached Collinson Street, 
they were seen by a lorry driver, 
who was driving. a lerry towards 
West Point, in the opposite direction. 
This driver, who had just overtaken 
a private car and was driving along 
the tram track, noticed them when 
he was about 150 yards away. He 
saw the girl walking on the tram 
track and the man about six or seven 
feet to the right of her, 


Pushed Toward Yehicle 
Seeing the girl on the tram track 
ond in the way of the lorry, the 
driver sounded his horn, whereupon 
she went over to the right side, 
closer to the man, 

As the lorry was almost tevel with 
them, ‘accused wags seen catching 
hold of the girl with both his hands 
ond he deliberately pushed her to- 
ward the vehicle, Counsel sald. . 

The driver stopped immediately 
but not In time, and the girl struck 
the nearside mudguard and head- 
lamp. 

The incident was witnessed ulso 
by the driver of a private car, which 
was then about 10 yards away, and 
a coolle, who happened to be walking 
along at the time. 

Tho girl was rendered unconscious 
and she was subsequently taicen to 
the Queen Mary Hospital, where she 
remained for about three weeks, 
suffering from concussion and jn- 
juries to the left side of the face.

An inexpensive floor polish which 
is non-slip is made by bottling to- 
ether one cupful ench of turpentine, 
vinegar, ‘linseed oll and painter's 
clear varnish, Rub on with a flannel 
pad over the woodworl: or linoleum 
and no further polishing is required. 

When the floor mop becomes worn, 
cover the head with an old beret and 
It will have a new Ieuse of life.

Care Of Cutlery 


HEN stains are difficult to re- 


move from stecl knives, rub 
hard with a piece of raw potato and 
they will quickly disappear.

If they ure 
rubbed with the rind of a Iemon, all 
trace of it will be removed. 

Never put the handles of Knives 
into water when washing up, a5 this 
tends. to discolour and loosen them.

To 
tighten handles which have worn 
Joose, fill the shaft with o stiff paste 
of powdered alum and water. Insert 
the blade, allow it to dry, and it will 
be found quite firm.

Crown’s Case Before 
Privy Council 


London, Oct. 19, 

The supreme appeols tribunal of 
the Empire—the Judiclal Committce 
of the Privy Councit—held yesterday, 
at ‘the Committce’s premises in 
Downing Street, the second session of 
its investigations into the case of the 
Chinese cabin boy, Chyng Chi- 
cheung, who wes sentenced to death 
in 1037 by the judgment of the Full 
Court of Hongkong for the murder 
_his captain, Douglas | Lorne 
Campbell. The Judiciai Committee 
which Is, judging the appeal Is com- 
posed of Lord Atkin, Lord Macmillan, 
Lord Porter, Sir Lancelot Sanderson 
and Sir George Rankin. Mr. H.W, 
Wallington, x.c., and Mr. Erle V. E.- 
White represented the appellant, who 
is appealing in forma pauperis, and 
the Attorney-General (Sir Donald 
Somervell, x.c.) ond Mr. Kenelm 


Preedy put the case for the Crown. 

The first session, held on October 
17, has already been reported. In 
that session the case for the appellant 
was stated. 


On this ocetision the Judicial Com 
mittee of the Privy Council conclud- 
ed its Investigations, 


The Attorney-General, Slr Donald 
Somervell, “«.c., stated the case for 
the Crown. He said that two 
questions arose on the muin matter, 
First, the general question whether o 
foreign warship {in the territorial 
waters was to be regarded‘ for all 
purposes as a floating piece af terri- 
tory: and that, he submitted was 
wrong. Secondly, whether the right 
view was that the territorial jurisdic- 
tlon of the host country = remained 
subject {o this, that by allowing the 
foreign warship to enter, it impliedly 
undertook not to exercise that 
jurisdiction in relation to matters 
which occurred on that ship, If'that 
broad proposition was right, then In 
his submission it must be clear that 
where the visiting ship agrecd to the 
Courts of the host State exercising 
jurisdiction In respect of offences 
committed within territorial waters, 
then those Courts had jurisdictlon. 


The right view might be, continued 
Counse), that if an offence was 
actually committed on board the 
visiting ship, whether by a natlonal 
of the host country or not, If the 
Sovereign, through the commander 
of the vessel, asserted his jurisdiction, 
then the Courts of the host country 
would not interfere. This not belng

“T was travelling with the ‘sun be- 
hind me ind the other machine was 
presumably straight out below me,” 
he sald, “I think one of his wings 
struck: me. 

“My machine ‘immediately fell 
spinning. I tried to correct the spin, 
but could get no response from the 
control, and decided to take to. my 
parachute.” 


“SAW NOTHING”

Motor Cyclo Driven 
Without Permission 


An accident on Island Road near 
Stanley on the carly morning of 
October 0, when a mojor cycle crash- 


ed, causing injuries to two Chinese, | 


led to the appearance of the driver 
of the cycle, Luk Tak-wing, a 20- 
year-old student, before Mr. H. RR, 
Butters ‘ at the Central Magistracy 
yesterday afternoon, charged with 
driving the cycle without the owner's 
permission. : 


The cycle belonged to Mr. S, C, 
Llu, of 8 Fort Street, and Mr, E, S.C, 
Brooks, of Messrs, Hastings and Co., 
appeared in Court on his behalf. 


Luk, who uppeared on remand, 
pleaded guilty to the offence through 
his solleltor, Mr. J, M. D’Almada 
Remedios. ae 


After considering the circumstances 
of the case, sald Mr. Remedlos, he 
had advised his client that the only 
plea he could make was one of guilty, 
and he would therefore place before 
the Court the extenuating circums- 
tances under which the offence wag 
committed. 


Luk was formerly the owner of the 
cycle, but had sold it to n European, 
who subsequently resold it to Mr, 
Liu. On the evening of October 38, 
Luke was in the company of a man 
named Cheng Tick, and Cheng alleg- 
edly told Luk that he was the 
Present owner of the cycle. He also 
told Luk that he had to sce o girl, 
and asked Luk to accompany him. 
Cheng drove the cycle, with Luk 
sitting on the piilion, to Aberdeen 
to mect the girl, After waiting for 
rome time, Lut said he could not 
Wait any longer as he had to go home 
to his mother, and it was then that 
he drove the cycle and met with the 
necldent. 


Story too Fantastic 


It was not a question of the defen- 
dant shiclding himself behind another 
man's act, said Mr. Remedios, but 
whether his Worship believed = the 
defendant's story, or whether his 
rtory was too fantastic. Luk had 
admitted that he was not the owner 
of the cycle, and knew {t was wrong 
to drive the cycle without the owner's 
permisston, but had been enticed to 
commit the offence on the statement 
by Cheng that he was the owner, 


Luk, continued Mr. Remedios, had 
suffe personal bodily injury be- 
sides suffering mental distress through 
being detained for so long in custody, 
and he submitted that that was suf- 
ficient punishment for a man of Luk’s 
age. 


Defendant had a Ueence to drive, 
and having formerly been the owner 
of the cycle, was fully conversant 
with the, controls, How the accident 
happened, Mr, Remedios did not 
know, but it was possibly due to some 
unforeseen circumstances, 

Mr. Brooks disagreed with what 
Mr, Remedios said. His instruction 
were that Cheng had never sald he 
was the owner of the cycle, and jn 
fuct did not know how to drive a 
cycle. His information was that Luk 
and Cheng went to Monpkok to sce 
Luk’s sister, and ‘Stayed at her place 
until 11 p.m. Returning to Hong- 
kong, Luk sumgested to Cheng that 
they go dancing, and. outside the 
Lido Dance Hall, saw the cycle, 
which Luk recognized as . formerly 
belonging to him. He tried to start 
it, but failed... After an hour at the 
Dance Hall, they took: the cycle and 
drove to Aberdeen, with Luk at the 
controls, 


Serlous View Asked 


Mr. Brooks pointed out that there 
had been a large number of such 
offences occurring in the Colony, and 
asked that a serious view be taken 
of the case, saying that the complain- 
unt had damaged the cycle to the ex- 
tent of $600. 

Replying to hls Worship, Troffic- 
Sergeant W. Campbell sald that Luk 
sold hs cycle about two months ago. 
The defendant was Jn possession ‘of 
a drivingg Heence. 

Remarking that he would allow the 
defendant the optlon of a fine, his 
Worship imposcd a fine of $250, with 
the alternative of three months’ fm- 


4} prisonment, 


Cheng, who had already pleaded 
guilty to a charge of alding and 
abetting Luk, was given a similar 
sentence on October 14,

FATE OF EUROPE

BB cece 0 _ sympathy 
goes out In generous 
measure to -France 
as she stands by this fateful 
milestone in her long his- 
tory. It is a duty , binding 
upon all public men, on both 
sides of the Channel, who 
write or speak about the 
tremendous events of the 
last fortnight, to make sure 
that no words of theirs 
weaken the ties which unite 
our two countries. That 
would — be the last and 
crowning service that could 
be rendered to the trium- 
phant Nazi power. 


If the French Republic and 
the British Empire were neces- 
sary to each other in days of 
war and in days of success, they 
are still more necessary in ‘ine 
times when conditions are so 
different. Above all, there must 
be no recrimination between the 
two countries whose future 
security and independence is 
more than ever bound up with 
their unity. 


In both countries there has 
been the same admirable com- 
posure by the whole mass of the 
people as long as the period of 
strain’ lasted, and the same 
frank, spontancous, natural ex- 
pression of relict and joy on 
learning that they were to be 
spared the terrible, ordeal for 
which they had braced them- 
selvea. 


FRANCE’'S POWER 
OF RECUPERATION 

Everyone admired the smooth 
efliciency with which the French 
military machine was brought 
into complete preparedness, and 
the loyalty and patriotism which 
animated the millions of men 
who left their homes and peace- 
ful occupations and planted 
themselves upon the frontiers of 
their land to face the worst that 
fate might have in store.

The changes which have taken 
place in Central Europe must 
certainly not be underestimated. 
The seizure of Austria, the ruin 
nnd ‘neutralisation of Czccho- 
slovakia, the collapse of the 
“Little Entente,” the defection 
of Poland, and finally, the possi- 
ble departure of Russia from 
the European system, lay open 
the path down the valley of the 
Danube to the Black Sea, with- 
out obstacle or hinderance, to 
exultant Nazidom. 

Unless this danger leads Po- 
land, Rumania and Jugoslavia to 
renlise how - profoundly their 
position is affected, and: draws 
from them new sources of 
strength and co-operation «ne 
with another, it might well be 
that this great operation of 
ambition, this dream of Euro- 
pean overlordship will be realised 
in fact if not in form without 
the firing of a single shot. 

The position of all States out- 
side the German system, and 
particularly that of France and 
England, will have to be adjust- 
ed to these new dominating 
facts. , 


NO BREACH OF 


MILITARY PLEDGE 


It would be affectation to deny 
that the whole basis of French 
foreign policy in Central and 
Eastern ISurope has disappeared. 
On the other hand, no charge 
can be made against France of 
having broken her military en- 
gagement with Czechoslovakia, 
That promise did not become 
operative until the act of aggres- 
sion was in fact perpetrated: It 
was the outbreak of an armed 
conflict which alone would have 
brought the French obligation 
into absolute being. 

“Unbearable pressure” was 
brought by France and Great 
Britain upon the Czechoslovak 
Government, und beneath that 
pressure they bent and yielded. 

It is certainly arguable that 
a great nation, the ally of a small 
country, has a right to bring 
pressure to bear upon that coun- 
try within certain Jimita, in

order that very much larger in- 
tercats should not be endangered. 
Nevertheless, if the Govern- 
ment of President Benes had re- 
fused to accept without due 
examination the terms — thrust 
before them on Sept. 20, and had 
ih consequence been attacked by 
Nazi Germany and had valiantly 
resisted the cruc! and bloody 
onslaught, it would have made 
it imperative upon Franco to 
intervene, and upon Great Bri- 
tain to go to the aid of France. 


INFLUENCE WITH 
SMALL COUNTRIES 


Thus neither in form nor in 
reality can it be sald that France 
has failed in her word. — Still 
less, of course, can it be suggest- 
ed that Great Britain, who had 
no special engagement | with 
Czechoslovakia, and was bound 
only by the general obligations 
of the Covenant, is technically 
in default, 

An injury has, however, been 
sustained by the prestige and 
authority of both the Western 
democracies which must woe- 
fully reduce their influence with 
small countries of all kinds. It 
will not be easy to regain the 
lost confidence. 

All those statesmen in the 
minor countries of Europe who 
have consistently endeavoured 
to incline their policy towards 
the Nazi channels, who have 
pointed out the weakness of the 
democracies and the  impedi- 
ments to action provided by 
their parliamentary — systems, 
are now, of course, vindicated. 
All those who have hitherto 
Jaboured with France and Bri- 
tain, remembering the achieve- 
ments and results of the Great 
War, who represented elements 
opposed to the totalitarian sy- 
stem, are proportionately stulti- 
fied and discouraged.

After announcing hls retirement 
fram boxing o fortnight ago, Foord 
discussed with frlends the possibility 
of starting a small business in Eng- 
land. Then Foord and his wife, 
formerly Miss Phyllis Sowter, a Lei- 
cester schoolteacher whom he mar- 
ried seeretly when training to fight 
Max Schmeling last January, sud- 
denly changed thelr minds.

"We decided to get out of England 
for ever," Foord stated aboard the 
Njassa, “I’ve had a succession of 
misfortunes In England, and am do- 
ing no good here, What with Stock:

An excellent financial position was 
tlsclosed at the annual meeting. of 
the Hongkong Crickct Club yesterday 
when it was also announced that the 
suggestion of menobers that a Jawn 
bowls green should be Inid would be 
considered wilh a view to making 
it available for next season. 

The President remarked that next 
yenr would sce the Club paylng otf 
ity Ingt debentures. 

‘Mr, If. R. B. Hancock, President, 
suld in bis address: I think the 
Accounts clearly sct out the position 
of the Club, ond it Is very pleasing 
for me to address you to-day on what 
I am sure you will agree with me, 
in a Very satisfactory state of affalrs. 
1 think I can safely soy we have 
turned the corner, and after having 
shown a Joss for the past three ycars, 
thin. yenr, after allowing fully for 
depreciation on the pavilion, furniture 
ete, the accounta show a small profit 
of $173.85. Actually our profit was 
$3,140.21 ogninst an actual loss Iast 
yenr of $7091.44, so we are really 
nearly $4,000 better off, and this after 
writing off some special items 
nmounting to $830 odd, which are 
non-recurrent. There are one or two 
{tems in the working account which 
1 should Hke to touch on, Repairs 
nnd renewals are up by some $000, 
the principal items in this being the 
cost of painting and llmewashIng the 
interior of the building, and repalring 
nnd re-building the pump house, and 
renewal of the motor. 

Squash Court Expenses are up by 
approximately $500, detalls of which 


expenditure are given in the account. 


He-turfing account shows a reduction 
of approximately $500, and this in 
spite of having had the whole of the 
centre of the ground re-drained and 
re-turfed, us well os re-turfing parts 
of several tennis courts, and other 
portions of the ground which badly 
needed attention, I should here like 
to take the opportunity of thanking 
Mr. Flippance of the Botanical and 
Forestry Department, who hos been 
extremely helpful, and given uso lot 
af good advice, and is always willing 
to assist us. 
Free of Debt 

On the credit side of the account, 
ruuscrptiong are up by $3,000, 
thanks mainly to the increased 
subseription which came into force 
on January 1 last; and tennis 
tournaments show profit of 
$1,251.37, as agalnst $636.86 for the 
preceding sear. Profit on sales shows 
un increase of approximately $1,000. 


Turning to the balance sheet, since’ 


this was made up we have drawn 
a further 30 Debentures for 
rc-payment, and this leaves us with 
a bulance of only 23 to be redeemed. 
These will, I hope, be pald off next 
year, when we shall have a Pavillon 
in excellent condition and free from 
debt, Our outstanding accounts, are 
neorly all good, and since the 
accounts were made up have nearly 
all been collected. 

Since we last met we have 
received oa proposal from the Army 
Sports Bonrd to take over from them 
thelr three squash courts, and run 
them ourselves, ang an agreement 
jy now. being drawn up with this 
end in view, I should here like to 
thank Mr, Bowker for his worl in 
this connection, and also Mr, Hodgson 
for looking, after the legal side, On 
many ‘previous occasions Mr, 
Hodgson’s work a5 a non-playing 
member of your Committee has been 
Invaluable, This new arrangement 
T feel sure will be far more 
satisfactory for the members of this 
Club who play squash, and whose 
numbers are Increasing all the time. 

Aw usual the Club ran 
cricket teams last year, and we had 
a fairly suecessful season. I hope 
‘we shall have full support this season 
from the younger members of the 
Club, and make an even better 
showing. "ed 

Interport Cricket

Kowloon Bowling Green 
Consider Schemes , . 


Faced with two schemes for the 
aiteration of thelr clubhouse aud 
grounds,. Kowloon Bowling Green 
Club members yesterday decided In 
favour of a plan comprising removal 
of n portion of the clubhouse to en- 
able extension of the dreasing rooms 
and provision of additional space for 
soclal accommodation, The alterna- 
live scheme, which was defeated 14 
yotes to 17, provided for tho doubling 
of the clubhouse and the erection of 
three full length rinks. 


Mr. E. V. Senrle,.Chairman, said 
lust year’s committec decided it was 
time steps were taken to enlarge 
ard improve the premises commen~- 
surately with the surplus cash then 
available, about $6,000. A sub-com- 
mittee was formed, and several 
schemes, estimated to cost between 
$5,000 and $0,000 submitted to the 
committee at Sts Inst meeting, A re- 
commendation was recorded that the 
incoming committee should further 
Investignte. This was done, the ser- 
vices of Mr. Blackmore na architect, 
were requisitioned and a plan put 
forward to cast within $6,000. 

Some of: the committee, however, 


held that. something more ambitious 


might be considered, and an alterna- 
{ive plan was submitted. Although 
no tenders were called, the architect 
estimated the cost within $30,000. 

“It was decided to call this mect- 
ing,” said Mr. Searle, “and place the 
matter before you without n com- 
mittee recommendation so. that al 
the members of the committee might 
express. thelr views indlvidually. 
Some of us maycask whether this Is 
the time to spend moncy, other than 
for decent upkeep. I suppose none 
of us enn forecast the fulure--even 
star gazers ere going out of business 
—but this much we know, the Colony 
has been through mony a crisis be- 
fore, and $s still going strong.” 

The income of the club In August 
and September was higher than ever 
In its history, he said. :

Accused objected very strongly tu 
this and threatened to break off the 
engagement.. In ‘spite of this, how- 
ever, the girl went and lived with 
her mother and, as often happened 
in lovers’. quarrels, accused did not 
creak off the engagement but tnsteaa 
visited her from time to tlme. 


Relations Woraen 

On February 9, the girl visited 
uccused's alster and stayed with her 
for three or four days, after which 
she once more returned to her mother. 

Later, she obtained employment st 
the Hongkong Rubber Factory at 
West loint. Accused also objected to 
this because, as he put it, there were 
too many men in the Factory. The 
girl eventually gave up her employ- 
ment and went to live with accused's 
sister. 

At that time relations were not as 
happy as they used to, be, und after 
tnother quarrel, she went back to 
mer mother. They remained, how- 
ever, betrothed and accused continued 
to visit her from time to time. 


Continuing, Counsel sald that mat- 
lers came to ao head on August 29, 
when accused pald one of his cus- 
tomary visits to Belcher Street to 
see the girl. 

On that occasion, it was. the girl 
who wag not pleased, and she asked 
that the engagement be broken off. 

She requested accused to sign a 
document to this effect, but he re- 
{used,at the same time saying that 
If he was forced to do so he would 
commit  sulcide. Eventually, he 
suggested that the girl should accom- 
pany him to Kowloon to sce his 
father about the mutter, The girl 
agreed, and the two of them left 
Belcher Street about 8 p.m. 

The atmosphere then was not a 
very happy one, and on the way 
there were some heated words, As 
they approached Collinson - Street, 
they were seen by a lorry driver, 
who was driving a lorry towards 
West Point, In the opposite direction. 
This driver, who had just overtaken 
a private car and was driving along 
the tram track, noticed them: when 
he was about 150 yards away, He 
saw the girl walking on the tram 
track and the man about six or seven 
fect to the right of her. 


Pushed Toward Vehicle 

Seeing the girl on the tram track 
and [n the way of the lorry, the 
driver sounded his horn, whereupon 
she went over to the right side, 
closer to the man. 

As the lorry was almost level with 
them, accused was seen catching 
hold of the girl with both his hands 
and he deliberately pushed her to- 
ward the vehicle, Counsel sald.

Attention is drawn to the fact that 
American mines furnished only 13 
per cent. of the silver which = the 
Trensury recelved ‘between June 30, 
1934 and June 30, 1038, which means 
that foreign Importers were the 
greatest beneficiaries under the 
system.

FRANCE, BRITAIN AND THE FUTURE 


FATE OF EUROPE — 


Western Democracies’ 


Loss of 
By the 


RITISH _— sympathy 
B goes out in generous 

measure to France 
as she stands by this fateful 
milestone in cher» long. his- 
tory. It is a duty binding 
upon all publie men, on both 
sides of the Channel, who 
write or speak about the 
tremendous events of the 
lust fortnight, to male sure 
that no words of — theirs 
weaken the ties which unite 
ow two countries. That 
would be the Jast and 
crowning service that could 
be rendered to the trium- 
phant Nazi power. 


If the French Republic and 
the British Empire were neces- 
sary to each other in days of 
war and in days of success, they 
are still more necessary in these 
times when conditions arc 80 
different. Above all, there must 
be no recrimination between the 
two countries whose future 
security and independence is 
more than ever bound up with 
thei unity. ° 


In both countries there has 
been tho same admirable com- 
posure by the whole mass of the 
people as long as the period of 
strain lasted, and the same 
frank, spontancous, natural ex- 
pression of relief and joy on 
learning that they were to be 
spared the terrible ordeal for 
which they had braced them- 
selves. 


FRANCE'S POWER 
OF RECUPERATION 


Everyone admired the smooth 
efficiency with which the French 
military machine was brought 
into complete preparedness, and 
the loyalty-and patriotism which 
animated the millions of men 
who left their homes and peace- 
ful occupations and planted 
themselves upon the frontiers of 
their land to face the worst that 
fate might have in store. 


Equally reassuring was the 
sober confidence in which the 
Chiefs of the French Army 
found themselves able to con- 
front . their task, . hampered 
though they were by the lament- 
able weaknesa in the air, which 
ae on no account be overlook- 


France has sustained several 
heavy shocks within living 
memory, and has emerged from 
them all the stronger. There 
is indeed a recuperative power 
in free democracy which enables 
it, for all its improvidences, to 
rise like Antacus after every 
contact with the earth, Nothing 
in history was more remarkable 
than the way in which France 
recovered her strength and con- 
fidence in the early years of this 
century, undaunted by the 
spectre of the heavy numcrical 
preponderance of her warlike 
neighbour. It is in that spirit 
that the period which lies before 
us must now be traversed. 


Prestige 


NAZI: COURSE IN 
DANUBE VALLEY 
The changes which have taken 
place in Central Europe must 
certainly not be underestimated. 
The seizure of Austria, the ruin 
and neutralisation of Czecho- 
slovakia, the collapse of tho 
“Little Entente,”. the defection 
of Poland, and finally, the possi- 
ble departure of Russia from 
the European system, lay open 


the path down the valley of the. 


Danube to the Black: Sea, with- 
out obstacle or hinderance, to 
exultant Nazidom. ; 

Unless this danger leads Po- 
land, Rumania and Jugoslavia to 
renlise how profoundly their 
position is affected, and draws 
from them new sources of 
strength and co-operation «ne 
with another, it might well be 
that this great operation of 
ambition, this dream of Euro- 
pean overlordship will be renlised 
in fact if not $n form without 
the firing of a single shot. 

The position of all States out- 
side the German system, and 
particularly that of France and 
England, will have to be adjust- 
ed to these new dominating 
facts. ? 


NO BREACH OF 
MILITARY PLEDGE 


It would be affectation to deny 
that the whole basis of French 
foreign policy in Central and 
Kastern Kurope has disappeared. 
On the other hand, no charge 
can be made against France of 
having broken her military en- 
gagement with Czechoslovakia. 
That promise did not become 
operative until the act of aggres- 
sion was in fact perpetrated. It 
was the outbreak of an armed 
conflict which alone would have 
‘brought the French obligation 
into absolute being. 

“Unbearable pressure” was 
brought by France: and Great 
Britain upon the Czechoslovak 
Government, and beneath that 
pressure they bent and yielded. 

It is certainly arguable that 
a great nation, the ally of a small 
country, has a right to bring 
pressure to bear upon that coun- 
try within certain limits, in

Nevertheless, if the Govern- 
ment of President Benes had re- 
fused to accept without due 
examination the terms thrust 
before them on Sept. 20, and had 
in consequence been attacked by 
Nazi Germany and had valiantly 
resisted. the cruel and bloody 
onslaught, it would have made 
it imperative upon Franco to 
intervene, and upon Great Bri- 
tain to go to the aid of France. 


INFLUENCE WITH 
SMALL COUNTRIES 


Thus neither in form nor in 
reality enn it be said that France 
has failed in her word. Still 
less, of course, cnn it be suggest- 
ed that Great Britain; who had 
no special engagement with 
Czechoslovakian, and was bound 
only by the general obligations 
of the Covenant, is technically 
in default, 

An injury has, however, been 
sustained by the prestige. and 
authority of both the Western 
democracies which must woc- 
fully reduce their influence with 
small countries of-all kinds, It 
will not be easy to regain the 
lost confidence. 

All those statesmen in the 
minor countries of Europe who 
have consistently endeavoured 
to incline their policy towards 
the Nazi channels, who have 
pointed out the weakness of the 
democracies and the impedi- 
ments to action provided’ by 
their parliamentary — systems, 
are now, of course, vindicated. 
All those who have hitherto 
Jaboured with France and Bri- 
tain, remembering the achieve- 
ments and results of the Great 
War, who répresented elements 
opposed to the totalitarian sy- 
stem, are proportionately stulti- 
fied and discouraged. : 


DETERIORATION 
TO BE FACED 


This ig true in Poland, in 
Rumania, in Jugoslavia and 
Bulgaria. Everywhere the 
temptation, and in some. cases 
compulsion, to make the best 
terms possible with the one 


Power which is ready to use 
brutal violence without scruple, 
will be potent, One can only 
hope that the German proverb, 
“The trees do not grow up to the 
sky” will operate, and that the 
reactions-to the fate of Czecho- 
slovakia may not bo entirely - 
one-sided. 

Much will depend upon the 
attitude of the British and 
¥Yrench Parliaments, and upon 
the new measures which they 
may -consider necessary for 
meeting the grave deterioration 
in their positions. 

It is ‘no doubt. heartbreaking’ 
to look back over the last few 
years and see the cnormous re- 
sources of military and political 
strength which have been squan- 
dered through lack of leadership 
and clarity, of purpose. There 
has never been a moment up to 
the present when a firm stand by 
France and Britain together with 
the many countries who recently 
looked to them would not have 
called a halt to the Nazi menace. 
At cach stage, as cach now 
breach of treaties was effected, 
timidity, lack of knowledgo and 
foresight, have-prvecnted the 
two peaceful Powers from 
marching in step. , 

Thus we have the spectacle of 
a handful of men, who have a 
gicat nation in their grip, out- 
facing the enormously superior 
forces lately at the disposal of 
the Western democracies. 


HOUR FOR COURAGE 
AND REBUILDING 

It is a crime to despair. We 
must learn to draw from mis- 
fortune the means of future 
strength. There must not be 
Jacking in. our leadership some- 
thing of the spirit of that Aus- 
trian corporal who, when all had 
fallen into ruins about him, and 
when Germany seemed to have 
sunk for ever into chaos, did not 
hesitate to march forth against 
the vast array of victorlous.na- 
tions, and has. already: turned 
the tables so decisively upon 
them.”

1 think’ 1 cnn safely say wo have 
turned the corer, and after having 
shown a loss for the past three years, 
this. yenr, after allowing fully for 
depreciation on the pavilion, furniture 
ete. the accounts show a small profit 
of $173.85. Actually our profit was 
$3,140.21 ngninst on actual loss Inst 
yenr of $791.44, 50 we are really 
nearly $4,000 better off, and this nfter 
writing off some special items 
amounting to $830 odd, which are 
non-recurrent. There are one or two 
items in the working account which 
1 should like to touch on, Repairs 
and renewals ure up by some $000, 
the principal items in this belng the 
cost of painting and Nmewashing the 
Interfor of the buflding, and repairing 
und re-building the pump house, and 
renewal of the motor.

G6 ozs sugar, 6 0% butter. 

6 ozg flour, 2 078 rice flour. 

1 oz ground nlmonds, 1 lemon rind

1 teaspoon ground ginger, 


Half teaspoon cach ground cloves, 
.einnamon and salt. 


Quarter-lb sultanas, 
served singer, 2 028 peel, 1 large 
tnblespoon treacle, 1 07 chocolate, 1 
dessertspoon colfee essence, 3 CNS. 
mill, if required. 


Cream the butter and sugar, 
Sleve tho flours, salt and spices.

An inexpensive floor pollsh which 
is non-slip is made by bottling, to- 
ftether one cupful each of turpentine, 
vinegar, linseed oll and painter's 
clear varnish, Rub on with a flannel 
pad over. the woodwork or linoleum 
and no further polishing is required.

Care Of Cutlery 


HEN stains are difficult to re- 

move from steel Imives, rub 
hard with a plece of raw potato and 
they will quickly disappear. 

An unpleasant odour often clings 
to fish Knives and forks after they 
have been washed. If they aro 
rubbed with the rind of a lemon, all 
truce of it will be removed. 

Never put the handles of knives 
Jnto water when washing up, os this 
tends to discolour and loosen them. 
They may be whitened and cleaned 
by rubbing with a slice of lemon, To 
tighten handles which have worn 
loose, fill the shaft with o stiff paste 
of powdered alum and water. Insert 
the blade, allow it to dry, and it will 
be found quite firm. 

Wash sliver spoons ond forks io 
hot soapy water, and rinse in hot 
clear water, To obtain a brilliant 
polish, put a plnch of borax into the 
rinsing: water, and rub them with a 
chamois Ieather when dry. 

Sliver eg spoons have to be 
cleaned constantly, as silver is very 
sensitive to sulphur which cups con- 
tain. A dinp cloth dipped in salt 
and rubbed on the stains will speedily 
remove them. 

Silver which Is not in regular use 
iy apt to become tamished. If it is 
rubbed very lightly with linseed oll, 
it will remain. bright .and shining, 
nnd be ready for Instant use should 
occasion require,

Crown’s Case Before 
Privy Council 


London, Oct. 19. 

The supreme oppeals tribunal of 
the Emplre—the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Councll—held yesterday, 
ft the Committee's premises in 
Dowhlng Street, the second session of 
its investigations into the case of the 
Chinese cabin boy, Chung Chi- 
cheung, who was sentenced to death 
in 1937 by the judgment of the Full 
Court of Hongkong for the murder 
of his”" captain, Douglas’ Lorne 
Campbell, The Judicial Committce 
which Is judging the appeal Is com- 
osed of Lord Atkin, Lord Macmilinn, 
rd Porter, Slr Lancelot Sanderson 
and Sir George Rankin. Mr, H. J. 
Wallington, «.c., and Mr. Erle V. E. 
White represented the appellant, who 
is appeallng tn forma pauperis, ond 
the Attorncy-General (Sir Donald 
Somervell, Kc.) and Mr, Kenelm 


Preedy put the case for the Crown. 

The first session, held on October 
17, has already been reported. In 
that session the case for the appellant 
was stated, 


On this occasion the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council conclud- 
ed its Investigations. 


The Attorncy-Gencral, Sir Donald 
Somervell, W.c., stated the case for 
the Crown. He sald that two 
questions arose on the malin matter, 
First, the general question whether o 
foreign warship In the territorial 
waters was to be regarded for all 
Purposes as a floating piece of terrl- 
tory; and that, he submitted was 
wrong. Secondly, whether the right 
view wag that the territorial jurisdlc- 
tion of the host country remained 
subject to this, that by allowing the 
foreign warship to enter, it impliedly 
undertook not to exercise that 
jurisdiction in relation to matters 
which becurred on that ship. If that 
broad proposition was right, then in 
his submission it must be clear that 
where the visiting ship agreed to the 
Courts of the host State exercising 
jurisdiction in respect of offences 
committed within territorial waters, 
then those Courts hod jurisdiction. 


The right view might be, continued 
Counsel, that if an offence was 
actually committed on board the 
visiting ship, whether by a natlonal 
of the host country or not, if the 
Soverelgn, through the commander 
of the vossel, asserted his jurisdiction, 
then the Courts of the host country 
would not Interfere. This not being
